BAGHDAD, Feb 29, (Agen- 
cies): Two Iranian missiles 
exploded in residential dis- 
tricts of Baghdad before 
dawn today, killing or woun- 
ding “many civilians,” the 
official radio reported. 

Twelve hours later, after Iraq 
warned that Iran “will pay a high 
price,” Iran’s official media 
reported Iraqi warplanes twice 
bombed residential districts of 
Tehran and hit a hospital, killing 
and i wounding several civilians. 

Tehran Radio, urged panic- 
stricken Iranians to take refuge in 
recently built bomb shelters. It 
was the second time the Iraqis 
. have bombed Tehran in three 
days. 

Irna said 1 6 people were killed 
and dozens wounded in the latest 
raid. 

But Iraq said “Iraq’s gigantic 
missile force fired three missiles 
at Tehran and our will 

continue hitting Tehran until we 
demolish it over the heads of its 
rulers,” a high command 
statement said. 

The Turkish Anatolia news 
agency reported that one bomb 
exploded 300 yards (metres) 
from a downtown hotel where 
Turkish State Minister Yusuf 
Ozal is staying with an official 
delegation Jed by Prime Minister 
Turgut OzaLtas brother. 

Links 

There were no reports of

Iran said its Revolutionary 


Guards units fired three long- 
range surface-to-surface missiles 
m retaliation for Iraqi air raids on 
Tehran and other towns in which 
28 civilians were killed and scores 
wounded. 

It was the third day of tit-for- 
tat attacks by the two Gulf war 
belligerents on population and 
industrial centres that began 
Saturday when the Iraqi Air 
Force bombed Tehran for the 
first time since January last year. 

Iran’s official Islamic 
Republic News Agency, quoted a 
Revolutionary Guards com- 
munique as saying the missiles 
were aimed at the headquarters 
of Iraq’s state-run television and 
.radio network and “to military 
targets” in Baghdad. 

Exploded 

But Baghdad Radio said only 
two missiles exploded in the city, 
which has a population of five 
million, at 2.45 am and 3.05 am. 

The radio, quoting a military 
communique, said: “Many 
Iraqis were killed, among them 
women, children and old people. 
Many more were wounded and 
many houses were destroyed.” 

Ambulances were seen racing 
through the city, their sirens wail- 
ing, soon after the blasts. 

The explosions thundered 
acrossthecity on the banks of the 
River Tigris, sending people 
shaken from their beds into the 
street in panic, witnesses said. 

The radio did not identify the 
districts hit hy~ the missiles, 
believed to be Soviet-made Scud- 
B weapons. 

The Iraqis frequently do that 
for security reasons. The Scuds 
can carry warheads of up to 900 
pounds (1,980 kilogrammes) of 
high explosive, but are not desig- 
ned for pinpoint accuracy to hit 
targets such as specific buildings. 

The missile strikes heightened 
fears that the two Gulf war foes 
are locked in a fresh round of lit- 
for-tat attacks in the so-called 
“war of the cities” that began in 


March 1985. 

The Iranian communique war- 
ned “the Iraqi government lhat 
its renewed attacks on civilian 
areas will not go unanswered.” 
Irna reported. 

The missiles were the firsuo hit 
the Iraqi capital since Nov 8. 

An Iraqi military spokesman 
said Iranian forces shelled 
civilian districts in Basra and 
three other cities along the 900- 
mile battle front on Saturday and 
Sunday, killing scores of Iraqis. 

The Iranian strike today was 
likely to increase pressure for an 
international arms embargo 
against Iran for refusing to 
accept a UN resolution demand- 
ing a ceasefire. 

Solntion 

Iranian President Ali 
Khamenei said today a UN 
ordered arms embargo against 
Iran would kill any hope of a 
political solution to its war with 
Iraq. 

“The United States and .some 
other big countries in the 
Security Council are in the 
process of passing a resolution in 
which the rights of the Iranian 
nation are ignored," Tehran 
Radio, quoted Khamenei as say- 
ing. 

“If such a resolution is adop- 
ted, the road to any political solu- 
tion (to the Iran-Iraq war) will be 
blocked," he said. 

Baghdad Radio said Iraqi war- 
planes yesterday bombed 
Hamadan in eastern Iran and 
Dezful in the southeast. 

In other war action, Irna 
claimed Iranian- backed Kurdish 
guerrillas beat back an assault by 
tank-led Iraqi special forces on 
positions in Erbil province, kiD- 
mg or wounding 250 men. 

The Iraqi agency quoted a 
military spokesman as saying 
Iraqi forces sank five Iranian 
boats loaded with troops that 
approached an abandoned oil 
platform used by the military in 
the northern end of the Gulf in an 
apparent night-time raid. 


Government will 
not sell shares

KUWAIT'S Finance Minister 
Jassem A1 Khorafi said yester- 
day that a decision had been 
taken to freeze the government 
Shares portfolios and not to offer 
them for sale as a measure to 
provide the stock market with 
more freedom to become active. 

He also said that a number of 
important suggestions were 
made by stock market dealers 
and representatives of compan- 
ies during a meeting with him 
yesterday. 

Study 

Khorafi said he would study 
the suggestions with the Public 
Investment Corporation to 
implement them. 

He said he heard the proposals 
of stock exchange dealers and 
directors of investment port- 
folios on matters relating to the . 
stock market 

Khorafi said his keen interest 
in improving dealings in the 
market led him to call for the 
meeting. 

The meeting was also attended 
by Commerce and Industiy Min- 
ister Faisal A1 Khaled and the 
director of the stock market. ■ 


Khorafi said he learnt that 
many dealers had wrong infor- 
mation about the government’s 
p lans concerning its shares port- 
folios. He added that such infor- 
mation was based on the assump- 
tion that the government inten- 
ded to sell some of the shares in a 
way that might result in a price 
crash at the stock market- 

Dealers 

He said he also came to know, 
that dealers were confused about 
the ownership of shares owned 
by the two Kuwaiti foreign inves- 
tment companies. People 
thought that these shares belon- 
ged to the government although 
they actually belonged to the 
people. 

He said a proposal was made 
to establish market maker com- 
panies for each sector in the stock 
market, with one company for 
the financial sector, another for 
the industrial sector and so on. 
He added that this proposal was 
left to die board of directors of 
companies to take the 
appropriate decision. 

He said that decision was 
taken on Wednesday to convert 
the companies acting as market 
managers into investors. 


Tamil mothers

UN chief 
urges US 
not to close 
PLO office 

UNITED NATIONS, Feb 29, 
(AP): Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar, opening an 
emergency session of the General 
Assembly today urged the 
United States cot to close the UN 
mission of the PLO and to res- 
pect the United Nations. 

"This question has immediate 
and profound importance for the 
United Nations," he said as the 
159-meraber assembly recon- 
vened a three-day session to con- 
demn the US plan to close the 
PLO mission under a new anti- 
terrorist law. 

“The PLO is an invitee of the 
United Nations and the United 
States is obliged by its UN 
headquarters agreement to per- 
mit accredited PLO personnel to 
enter and remain in the US and 
carry out their official func- 
tions," the UN chief said. 

Perez de Cuellar said he hoped 
the United States could reconcile 
its domestic legislation with its 
international obligations. 

Intends 

Both the State Department 
and the United Nations say the 
new anti-terrorism law that 
would close the mission by 
March 22 violates the 1947 
headquarters agreement bet- 
ween the United States and the 
United Nations. It allows all mis- 
sions to operate. 

Still, the Justice Department 
reportedly intends to go ahead 
and order the mission closed, 
although legal manoeuvring is 
expected to keep the mission 
open for as long as a year. 

The head of the UN Arab 
group said yesterday that if the 
United States insists on closing 
the legal PLO mission, operating 
under international treaty, then 
the General Assembly should 
vote to leave New York and 
relocate in Geneva.

PLO official accuses Tel Aviv of committing massacre 

Israeli troops ‘burn’ 
Palestinians alive 


TUNIS, Feb 29. (Agencies): A 
senior PLO official has alleged 
that Israeli soldiers attempted to 
burn 14 Palestinians alive in a 
West Bank village. 

Soldiers .V fire to a hut with 
the Palestinians inside in the 
village of Kadkiliya, near 
Nablus, Bassam Abu Sherif, an 
adviser to Palestine Liberation 
Organisation leader Yasser 
Arafat, told Reuters yesterday. 

Four of the Palestinians 
survived and were being treated 
in a Nablus hospital for severe 
burns, but the other 10 were 
unaccounted for, presumed bur- 
ned alive, he said. 

“I have every reason to believe 
that a massacre has been com- 
mitted," hesaid. 

Abu Sherif shid the Palestin- 
ians were packed into the small 
hut made of metal sheeting when 
it was set alight, but could not 
give any further precise details 
about the alleged incident. 

He said only that it took place 
in the past few days and that 
Kalkiliya had been sealed off. 

Incident 

He accused Israeli occupation 
forces of being behind the 
incident and said troops were all- 
owing no-one to enter or leave 
the village. 

“The Israeli occupation forces 
are trying to hide this crime by 
continuing to seal off the 
village,” he said. 

He accused Israeli Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin of 
ordering the village’s isolation as 
a cover-up. 

Abu Sherif called on the Inter- 
national Committee of the Red 
Cross and the United Nations to 
investigate the affair. 

Two more Palestinians died, 
from gunshot wounds in Israeli- 


occupied territories today. 

Troops shot dead an 18-year- 
old Palestinian during a violent 
demonstration at Burin, a West 
Bank village near Nablus and a 
second Arab, aged 30, died in 
hospital from gunshot wounds 
suffered last week, an Army 
spokesman said. 

Closed 

Their deaths raised to 79 the 
unofficial toll in an 1 1-week-old 
Palestinian uprising in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Politicians in right-wing 
Likud bloc have called for the 
territories to be closed to journal- 
ists, arguing that demonstrators 
were playing up to newsmen and 
television cameras. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir told reporters in north- 
ern Israel: “the Israeli Army 
must check it, the defence establi- 
shment must get involved in the 
matter, and if it became clear that 
it could reduce the damage, I 
would not rule it out.” 

In Burin, Palestinian youths 
hurled rocks from hilltops at 
patrolling .soldiers while Arab 
women thrisw stones and bottles 
at the troops from a makeshift 
road blockade. 

The troops responded by hur- 
ling back stones at the protesters 
and firing shots in the air. One 
officer used an M-16 rifle with a 
long-range telescopic sight to fire 
directly at the stone-throwing 
Palestinians on the hilltops. 

The Army spokesman gave 
this account of the clash in Burin: 

“Soldiers were attacked by a 
crowd of local residents who 
threw stones and iron bars. 

“The force shot tear gas and 
rubber bullets and when the 
crowd continued to riot and 
attack the force, the officers shot 


towards the legs and a local 
resident was killed from the 
shooting.” 

Hospital officials said another 
Pales finan was wounded in the 
dash. The Army declared the 
village a closed military area. 

Television cameramen said 
they saw soldiers firing 
thousands of rounds of bullets at 
protesters in the nearby village of 
Asira A1 Qibliyeh. They said they 
saw at least two people wounded 
by gunfire'. 

Israel, condemned worldwide 
for its handling of the unrest, 
faced fresh criticism after a US 
television film last week showed 
soldiers brutally beating two 
Palestinians with stones. 

Four soldiers and a comman- 
der arrested after the incident 
were freed today while a military 
prosecutor considered what 
charges to file. 

Attitudes 

Rabin told foreign correspon- 
dents protesting against military 
attitudes toward the press that 
most of Israel’s cabinet wanted 
the occupied areas declared off 
limits to them. 

He said he was one of few lo 
back open coverage even though 
there were strong feelings in the 
military against foreign journal- 
ists, especially television crews. 

The Foreign Press Association 
asked for a meeting after a series 
of incidents including a threat by 
an officer to shoot two photogra- 
phers who refused to leave an 
area just dosed to outsiders. 

Rabin told the delegation 
there were standing Army ins- 
tructions against harming repor- 
ters and he insisted few countries 
allowed the press as much 
freedom of movement in 
operational areas as Israel did. 


Shultz mission hits a snag 


AMMAN, Feb 29, (Agencies): 
US Secretary of State George 
Shultz flew to occupied Jeru- 
salem today after his mission 
appeared to have hit a new snag 
with Jordan backing away from 
the idea of forming a joint delega- . 
tion with thePLOmnegotiations 
with Israel. i 

Sources familiar with Jordan- 
ian thinking had said only the 
PLO should represent Palestin- 
ian interests, an issue that was 
expected to further complicate 
American Middle East peace 
efforts. 

Assumed 

Reporters were told Jordan’s 
position and that of the rest of the 
Arab world had hardened in 
reaction to Israel’s forceful 
repression of Palestinian demon- 
strations in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The Americans had assumed 
that Jordan was still ready to 
form a joint delegation with 
Palestinians selected by the PLO 
under a 1985 formula that seem 
to sidestep a confrontation with 


Israel and the* United States. 
Both countries refuse to deal 
directly with Yasser Arafat's 
organisation. 

But now, reporters were told, 
the Palestinians in Israeli-held 
territories and beyond it, &Q look 
to the PLO as their sole represen- 
tative. 

Jordan would not refuse to 
include PLO-selected Palestin- 
ians in its delegati on to any peace 
conference, according to this 
account. 

But Jordan takes the position 
that the Palestinians are entitled 
to their own represen tative — the 
PLO — in negotiations, it was 
learned. 

In Syria, the official Tishrin 
daily called Shultz's proposals 
for achieving peace in the Middle 
East irrelevant 

“The Shultz ideas do not deal 
with the basic elements of the 
Palestinian problem." the news- 
paper said. “They do nolmdicate 
the possibility of a serious 
attempt by Washington to put 
pressure on Israel”. 


Shultz arrived in from 
Jerusalem for a second round of 
talks with Crown Prince Hassan, 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifai and 
Foreign Minister Taber Masri. 
He wm see King Hussein in Lon- 
don tomorrow. 

The US proposal calls for 
negotiations to provide 1.5 
million Palestinians on the West 
Bank and Gaza with some self- 
rule “as soon as possible,” a US 
official said. 

Position 

The second stage would be 
talks in December on an overall 
settlement of the 40-year-old 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Rifai also discussed Middle 
East peace prospects and Pales- 
tinian unrest with a visiting Brit- 
ish minister today, the official 
news agency Petra reported. 

It said Rifai told David Mellor, 
UK MinisterofStateforForeign 
Affairs, that Jordan rejected any 
partial or unilateral solution and 
reiterated support for a UN- 
sponsored peace conference. 


Old shell 
explodes 
in Jahra 
killing 2 

TWO people were killed and 
three wounded yesterday when 
an old milila ry shell exploded in a 
scrapheap in Jahra. the Interior 
Ministry announced. 

There are many scrap metal 
operators in Jahra. 

The ministry did not identify 
the casualties. But shopkeepers 
in Jahra area said a Jordanian 
and an Afghan were among the 
two dead. 

Devices 

The ministry appealed to scrap 
dealers to contact security auth- 
orities when they find old shells 
or explosive devices. 

Kuwait is close to the lran- 
Iraq war zone. Jahra is about 60 
miles (100 kms) from the Iraqi 
border. Stray shells have 
sometimes exploded in Kuwaiti 
border areas since the war began 
in September 1980. 

Kuwait has also been hiL by 
Iranian Silkworm missiles and 
Iranian-backed saboteurs. 
Tehran accuses Kuwait of aiding 
Iraq's war effort. 

Yesterday's blast was the first 
such explosion reported by the 
Interior Ministry. 

First AIDS 
death 
in Kuwait 

A YOUNG girl died in Kuwait, 
of AIDS after receiving a blood 
transfusion while abroad con- 
taminated by the AIDS virus, 
according to Kuwait's Planning 
Minister Dr Abdul Rahman A l 
Awadi. 

The first ever AIDS death in 
Kuwait was reported by a local 
daily. 

The Ministry of Public Health 
will today begin medical 
examinations on all expatriate 
manpower arriving in Kuwait 
before issuing them residence 
permits. According to Interior 
Ministry statistics about 1 10,000 
persons will have to undergo a 
medical examination before they 
will be given a residence permit. 

Expense 

Expatriates who are found to 
have AIDS, tuberculosis, 
leprosy or malaria will be retur- 
ned to their country at the 
expense of their employer. 

Expats in the Capital, Jahra 
and Hawalli Goveraorates will 
have to go to the Sabah Heajth 
Centre for their medical examin- 
ations and those in the Ahmadi 
Govemorate will go to Adan 
Hospital. 

Meanwhile, a Gulf committee 
has proposed to make the AI DS 
test as a requirement for 
employment in Gulf slates. 

The committee, meeting in 
Doha concluded its two-day 
meeting yesterday. It called on 
Arab Gulf states to form 
national committees to fight the 
disease and proposed that 
national committees include 
representatives from all minis- 
tries and departments. 

Naimy dies 

BEIRUT, Feb 29, (AP): US- 
educated poet and philosopher 
Mikhail Naimy, considered ihe 
last of Lebanon's major literary 
figures, has died after a short 
bout of pneumonia, relatives 
said today.

Dhaka opposition 
threatens massive 
disobedience campaign

DHAKA, Feb 29, ( Reuter): Ban- 
gladeshi opposition leader 
Begum Khaleda Zia said today 
she might call a massive civil dis- 
obedience campaign after this 
week's election which is being 
boycotted by most anti-govern- 
ment parties. 

Khaleda, bead of the Ban- 
gladesh Nationalist Party, said in 
an interview she was reluctant to 
reveal her plans but, asked about 
a civil disobedience campaign, 
said “Yes, I think i t will start after 
the third of March." 

Disrupt 

On that date, 22 opposition 
parties will boycott the 
parliamentary polls called by 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad after he dismissed 
parliament last December. 

The parties have announced a 
36-hour general strike from 6 am 
(0000 GMT) on Wednesday to 
disrupt the voting but thegovern- 
ment moved to lessen its effect by 
declaring Wednesday a public 
holiday as well as election day on 
■ Thursday. 

The announcement followed 
renewed violence around Dhaka 
University where students bur- 
ned vehicles to protect against 
the killing of three opposition 
activists on Sunday. Opposition 
leaders blamed police for the 
deaths. 

Peace 

In the afternoon, aL least IS 
bombs exploded in central 
Dhaka as hundreds of opposi- 
tion workers tried to stage a 
protest rally. 

People on the street ran for 
cover as the bombs, apparently 
thrown from nearby buildings, 
went offin quick succession. 

Several homemade bombs 
exploded harmlessly in the 
capital early today, while in 
Gazipur, 30 am (20 miles) east of 
Dhaka, district officials said 
opposition supporters burnt 
down the offices of the local Can- 
dida te for the ruling Jatiya Party. 

Khaleda and Awami League 
leader Sheikh Hasina have been 


leading a campaign begun last 
November to force Ershad to 
resign. 

Khaleda said the opposition 
parlies might have to call an all- 
out strike to force a resolution to 
their anti- Ershad campaign. 

“Burning down polling sta- 
tions is not part of ourplan,” she 
said. “We believe in peace. Wedo 
not believe in violence. We want 
peaceful protest." 

The opposition coalition war- 
ned that no-one should vote orgo 
to work, and even Dhaka's 
estimated two million cycle-rick- 
shaws should go off the road. 

But Ershad, who has said he 
would deploy the Army to ensure 
peaceful voting, sajd on Sunday: 
“The election will be held on 
schedule and there's no power on 
earth which can stop it." 

Both Khaleda and Hasina 
have said they are confident that 
few people will vote in the poll to 
elect 275 members to the 
parliament. Twenty-five people 
have already been elected unop- 
posed. 

Killed 

Police shot and killed three 
protesters when thousands of 
opponents of Ershad rallied yes- 
terday in the capital to demand 
bis resignation, opposition 
leaders said. 

Information Minister Anisul 
Islam Mahmud denied three 
demonstrators were killed, say- 
ing that one man had died after 
being run over by a bus. 

Police said they fired tear gas 
and blank shots to disperse 
thousandsofbomband rock-thr- 
owing demonstrators and five 
policemen were injured. 

But a spokesman for the Ban- 
gladesh Nationalist Party 
(BNP), said three party workers 
were killed and 100 injured by 
police during the demonstration 
yesterday. 

He said police threw splinter 
bombs and fired at random with 
automatic weapons when BNP 
supporters tried to march in 
favour of a poll boycott.

Violence continues in Transcaucasia 


MOSCOW, Feb 29. (Reuter): 
Rioters rampaged through the 
Azerbaijani city of Sumgait yes- 
terday in further unrest in the 
Soviet Union's troubled Trans- 
caucasian republics, according 
, to theoffidal Tass news agency. 

Tass said today the disturban- 
ces were “provoked by a group of 
hooligans,” but did not say 
whether there was any ethnic 
aspect to the incidents. 

“Rampage and violence foll- 
owed.” the agency said. 
“Measures- have been taken to 
normalise thesituation in thedty 
and safeguard discipline and 
public order.” an investigation 
was under way. 

Sumgait is an industrial centre 
of some 180,000 people, just 


north of the Azerbaijani capital 
of Baku. 

A senior Moscow official said 
on Baku radio yesterday that two 
men - — both clearly Azerbaijanis 
— had been killed in disturban- 
ces linked to Atmenian claims on 
a region administered as part of 
Azerbaijan. 

Tass made no link between the 
Sumgait violence and officially 
reported clashes this month bet- 
ween Azerbaijanis and Armen- 
ians over .the disputed area, 
Nagorno-Kara bakh. 

But thereappeared little doubt 
there was some connection. 
There is a large Armenian com- 
munity in Baku, an oil industry 
centre which for almost a century 
has been one of the most multi- 


national cities in Transcaucasia. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Armenians demonstrated 
throughout last week in their 
republic's fcapTEal Yerevan in 
support of demands for the 
return of Nagorho-Karabakh.

The demonstrations were 
called off on Saturday after 
envoys from the demonstrators, 
two leading Armenian literary 
figures, were received in Moscow 
by Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev who told them he would 
study their case.

Aquino relatives who met the 
former president in Honolulu 
earlier this year. 

Press Secretary Teodoro Ben- 
igno told reporters Aquino was 
willing to listen to Marcos after 
hearing reports from the two 
“trusted emissaries." 

Benigno said Marcos had 
shown a “qualitative change” in 
his attitude toward the woman 
whose government he refused to 
recognise after his o verth row in a 
civilian-backed Army revolt two 
years ago. 

Desire 

But Benigno gave no details 
and stopped short of predicting 
the former strongman would be 
allowed back. 

Tanjuatco said: “The 
president agrees that the matter 
of Mr Marcos’s desire to return 
should be viewed with both open- 
ness and objectivity and should 
be decided solely on the basis of 
where ther^jublic's best interests 
lie.” 

. Aquino . has formally said 
Marcos's return would only be 
considered when thecountry had 
stabilised politically and when 
Marcos had answered theft and 
corruption charges. 

Marcos, who ruled the Philip- 
pines for two decades, stands 
accused of bleeding billions of 
dollars from the poveriy-striken 
country through systematic graft 
before he was driven from office 
and the country in February, 
1986. 

Tanjuatco, a cousin of

Aquino, told reporters he and the 
president’s uncle. Congressman 
Francisco Sumuiong, met Mar- 
cos at the former dictator's 
request. 

Marcos said today he was 
ready to negotiate with Aq ui no’s 
government about his return to 
the Philippines from exile in 
Hawaii. 

In a statement from Honolulu 
read by his spokesman Leonnie 
Tan on the private Manila radio 
station DZXL, Marcos said 
efforts by the Aquino govern- 
ment to reconcile with oppon- 
ents were an “inspired move.”

Opponents 
of Noriega 
call for 
strike 

PANAMA CITY, Panama, Feb 
29. (AP): Opponents of Gen. 
Manuel Antonio Noriega called 
a nation-wide strike for today, 
trying to force the military stron- 
gman from power while deposed 
President Eric Arturo Delvalle 
remained in hiding. 

Strike organisers acknowled- 
ged yesterday they might not be 
able to shut down Panamanian 
commerce. They said govern- 
ment pressure and fin and al har- 
dship probably would keep some 
businesses operating. 

Rafael Severino, the head of 
the Panama Canal workers 
group, said the waterway bet- 
ween the Pacific and Atlantic 
Oceans would not be closed. 

But at a news conference late 
last week, Severino hinted that 
some governments might find 
ahe passage of their ships slowed 
if they continue to support 
Noriega. . 

Crippled 

With Panama’s economy 
already crippled by eight months 
of civil unrest, Delvalle and 
Noriega's other opponents 
hoped for a strike that would 
create financial chaos. 

They suggested that might 
force Noriega to resign as head of 
the defence forces, paring the

BANGUI, Feb 29, (Reuter): 
President Andre Kolingba of the 
Centra] African Republic has 
commuted the death sentence on 
ousted emperor Jean-Bedel Bok- 
assa to forced labour for life, 
Bangui Radio reported today. 

The 67-year-old Army ser- 
geant, who proclaimed himself 
emperor, was sentenced to death 
on June 12 for a series of 
gruesome crimes committed dur- 
ing his 13-year rule. 

The official radio quoted a 
presidential decree saying the 
decision .to commute Bokassa's 
sentence was taken on recom- 
mendation of the Consultative 
Higher Justice Council. 

In November the Supreme 
Court rejected Bokassa’s appeal 
for a retrial, leaving President 
Kolingba to decide whether to 
carry out the sentence by firing 
squad orcommuteiL 

The council, made up of the 
country's top judges, met a week 
ago to discuss Bokassa's fate. 

Bokassa, who ruled this lan- 
dlocked diamond-rich black 
African state until his downfall in 
1979, returned home unexpec- 
tedly in October 1 986 from exile 
in France to face trial. 

Since then, he has been 
detained under the supervision of 
the French-trained presidential 
guard in a Bangui barracks 
overlooking the Riverside City.

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War is not in the interest of Gulf foes: information minister 

Kuwait reiterates support for uprising 


KUWAIT'S Minister of Infor- 
mation Sheikh Jaber Mubarak 
Al Hamad A1 Sabah was quoted 
as saying here yesterday that 
Kuwait supports the popular 
uprising in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip and expres- 
sed hope that the uprising would 
realise the objectives it is strug- 
gling for. . 

In an interview with Al Sharq 
newspaper of Beirut, Sheikh 
Jaber said the Western media, 
which is originally biased 
towards Israel, has started deal- 
ing positively with the develop- 
ments of the uprising. 

He expressed belief that the 
uprising was spontaneous and 
has broken out “as a result of 
disappointment caused by the 
regimes and organisations." 

He stressed that “the heroic 


uprising has so far changed many 
things and equations." 

Sheikh Jaber Al Mubarak den- 
ied that the issue of severing rela- 
tions with Iran had been discus- 
sed at the recent summit con- 
ference of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council and said that seeking to 
bring the Iraq- 1 ran war to an end 
necessiaies preserving these rela- 
tions. 

He expressed belief that the 

continuation of the conflict is not 

in the interest of Iran or Iraq and 
the only beneficiary is the 
joint enemy, that is Israel. 

The information mini ster said 
the GCC summit has assigned 
the President of the United Arab 
Emirates Sheikh Zayed Bin Sul- 
tan Al Nahyan to embark on 
good-offices efforts with the aim 
of ending the Iraq-Iran war. 


He voiced hope that this would 
be of positive results and stressed 
that the official media in Kuwait 
has not launched any campaign 
against Iran though the Iranian 
government-sponsored press is 
daily attacking KuwaiL 

He said, however, that some 
writers have attacked Iran in 
Kuwaiti newspapers as a reac- 
tion' to certain actions by Iran, 
particularly after the aggressions 
on the Kuwaiti and Saudi embas- 
siesin Tehran. 

Duty 

On the food and medical assis- 
tance to Lebanon extended by 
Kuwait, the mini ster said the ass- 
istance was a duty in the light of 
the suffering of the brothers in 
Lebanon. 

He expressed hope that the 


Lebanese crisis would come to an 
end so as Lebanon be able to 
resume its national role. 

On the restoration of 
diplomatic relations between 
Kuwait and Egypt, Sheikh Jaber 
said by restoring relations, we 
give President Hosni Mubarak a 
valuable chance to restore to 
Egypt its Arab role."

It may be recalled here that 
Iraq is ready to stop the war but 
Iran has refused to accept the 
U nited Nations Security Council 
resolution calling for an 
immediate ceasefire.

Murder trial 
postponed again 


RIYADH, Feb 29, (AP): The 
trial of Paul and Monica Hall, a 
British couple charged with the 
murder of an Irish nurse nearly 
two years ago, was .postponed 
today and no date was fixed for 
the next bearing - ° a • • ■ ' ’■ *•' *• 

J A British embassy spokesman 
said that the latest session in the 
summer resort town of Taif, 
where the 48-year-old nurse 
Helen Feeney was found bat- 
tered to death in April 1986, las- 
ted for about an hour. 

The Saudi judge adjourned 
without reaching a verdict or 
making it clear when the trial will 
reconvene, said the spokesman 
who could not be named under 
embassy rules. 

Other sources said that the 
trial was likely to resume in about 
two weeks time because the judge 
would need time to sift through a 
huge amount of paperwork. 
They did not elaborate. 

The trial started on Feb 6 in 
Taif, about 1,000 kilometres 
away from Riyadh. 

The trial took an unexpected 
turn at the last hearing a week 
ago when the couple, both in 
their late 30’s, withdrew their 
earlier confession of guilt and 
pleaded innocent. 

The Halls, according to the 
embassy spokesman, reiterated 
their wish to withdraw their 
previous confession and told the 
court that they are both happy 
with the treatment they have 
received in the 20 months of their 
incarceration. 

This appeared to contradict 
the testimony ihey made last 
week that their previous admis- 
sion of guilt was made under 
duress. 

They were also quoted as say- 
ing that they are healthy and do- 
ing well. 

Miss Feeney, from county 

Utilities company 
maintaining 
car parks 

THE Director-General of 
Kuwait’s Public Utilities Com- 
pany Abdul Rahman Mubarak 
Al Qawood said the company is 
responsible for maintenance 
services, revenue collection, 
security and management of 
public buildings, multi-storey 
parking facilities and bachelor 
towns.

Instead of crossing busy 
streets, pedestrians can now use 
underground tunnels, lined with 
shops, some of which feature 
traditional handicrafts. - 

The project, which covers a 
total area of 12,000 square 
metres, 3,500 of which are lands- 
caped with plants and shrubs, 
was built at a cost of KD4.25 
million. It will be managed by the 
Public Utilities Company. 

In his opening speech, Al Rifai 
recalled the history of Safat 
Square, saying it had been an 
important trading centre in 
Kuwait and was linked with the 
Kuwaiti people for over a cen- 
tury.

THE Abu Dhabi Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry is 
studying a proposal to grant 
some expatriates living in the 
United Arab Emirates ten-year 
residence permits. These 
expatriates would act as their 
own sponsors and have the right 
to renew their residency for 
another ten-year period. 

The proposal, published in the 
AJ Bayan daily, calls for very 
careful selection of expatriates 
and aims at providing designated 
expatriates with stability which 
will enable them to invest surplus 
funds in the UAE markets, thus 
contributing to its growth. 

The proposal also includes all- 
owing “certain sections of 
expatriates” with, the right to 
start private businesses and 
exemption from exportation in 
cases of conviction of crimes, 
sentencing them to jail only. 
These expatriates would also be 
allowed to sponsor their families..

New wave 

The singing duo are largely 
responsible for pioneering 
what is now known as the new 
wave of ghazals and bringing 
this form of music to the mas- 
ses. Verse and music were sim- 
plified so that the man on the 
street understood it. The music 
of Jagjit and Chitra was lapped 
up by the masses partly because 
of the deteriora ling standard of 
Hindi film music, which had in 
one way contributed to the 
extinction of the ghazaL 

Thought popular, they have 
been criticised for “lhe same- 
ness” of their music and 
"unchanging style.” Despite 
what critics say, they have 
carved a niche for themselves in 
the ghazal music scene in India, 
recording 14 discs in the last 
decade, including the 
Unforgettables, Milestone, 
Ghazal, Your Choice and a 
series of bhajans (devotional 
songs). 

Jagjit has composed music 
for many Hindi films, among 
them are Anh, Avishkar, Sath 
Sath.

Absurd but hilarious

DOyou ever get into a situation 
where nothing seems to make 
sense, but it’s all terribly funny? 
Yes, KTV News is a perfect 
example. Well, that kind of 
surreal comedy is the essence or 
the Theatre of the Absurd, a 
movement that began in 
France after the Second World 
War as various playwrights 
tried to create a new kind of 
drama that somehow would 
capture die illogicality of exis- 
tence. 

Perhaps the best known 
example of this type of play is 
Becket’s ‘Waiting for Godot’ 
where two tramps sit around 
waiting for something to hap- 
pen. It never does, but in the 
waiting they come up with 
hilarious non sequiturs, strange 
elusive insights and some of the 
funniest moments ever written 
for the stage- 

Eugene Ionesco was a pion- 
eer of this kind of threatre and 
his play ‘The Bald Soprano’ is a 
short, but classic* example of 
Absurdist drama that, alter- 
nates between hilarity and 
unreality, between the artificial 
and the surreal. It is being

This is not the time of the former US President

Afghan refugees 


anxious to go home

MUNDA, Pakistan, (UPI): Like 
millions of his countrymen, 
Afghan Mohammad Farooq 
ekes out a grim life in a winds- 
wept refuse camp beneath Pakis- 
tan's western mountains, anx- 
ious to return to his ravaged 
homeland but skeptical of Soviet 
withdrawal plans that hinge on 
this week's Geneva talks. 

“Well be thehappiest lot in the 
world if the Russians withdraw," 
said Farooq, fingering his griz- 
zled beard on the steps of a supply 
shack at the Munda 6 refugee 
camp, 40 miles (65 km) north of 
the frontier town of Peshawar. 

"But the Russians have been 
trying to dupe us for the last eight 
years," he said. "We'll not be 
taken in by this." 

Like many of the 5.918 regis- 
tered refugees in Munda 
6.Farooq knows a Soviet withdr- 
awal alone will never allow him 
and his family — and 3. 1 million 
other refugees across Pakistan — 
to end their exi le. 

"This is a miserable life,” said 
Fazel Mohammad. “Such a 
bleak camp. ... to us, Afghanistan 
is a paradise. But we’ll not return 
as tongas Najibuilah is there. 

Enemy 

“Our real enemy is not the 
Soviets; it’s the Afghan commun- 
ists,” he said. “We’ve been fight- 
ing for the glory of Islam. We 
accept nothing else." 

Pakistan and the Soviet-ins- 
talled Kabul regime headed by 
Najibuilah — the former boss of 
the Afghan secret police — 
resume talks in Geneva Wednes- 
day on a Soviet withdrawal of its 
1 15,000 occupation troops.

BEIJING: Chinese leaders have 
la unc hed an ambitious drive to 
prevent China’s overcentralised 
bureaucracy from stifling econ- 
omic reform. 

The drive calls for separating 
China’s overlapping Communist 
Party ana government 
bureaucracies, which together 
employ 27 million officials. It will 
streamline their ranks and shift 
power from poorly educated 
party cadres to technocrats bet- 
ter skilled in - economic man- 
agement. 

Chinese leader Zhao says the 
bureaucratic shake-up, which 
will take years to complete, is 
vital to progress in the nation's 
market-oriented economic 
reforms, which have slowed after 
nearly a decade of dramatic 
achievements. 

“Without reform of the 
political structure, reform of the 
economic structure cannot suc- 
ceed in the end," Zhao said, as he 
outlined the administrative 
changes in a speech to the 13th 


party congress last October. 

The most controversial task of 
the administrative restructuring 
is to end the Communist Party's 
direct involvement in govern- 
ment affairs. A few cities and 


provinces began experimenting 
with thepolicy early fast year, but 


the pace and scope of implemen- 
tation have accelerated since the 


tation have accelerated since the 
party congress. 

"Itis essential ... tochange that 
old custom and tradition of hav- 
ing the party committee mon- 
opolise everything," Zhao said in 
a speech to party leaders Oct 14.

PANAMA CITY, (Reuter): 
Panama's latest political crisis 
has highlighted the weakness of 
domestic opposition to General 
Manuel Antonio Noriega and 
diplomats here say he is unlikely 
to be forced from power soon. 

Noriega faced an unpreceden- 
ted constitutional challenge to 
his de facto rule on Thursday 
when the country’s figurehead 
civilian president, Eric Arturo 
Delvalle, announced he had 
decided to dismiss the general as 
head of the armed forces. 

Within hours, Panama’s 
parliament met in emergency ses- 
sion and fired Delvalle instead, 
saying his move violated the con- 
stitution and had been inspired 
by the United States. 

The cabinet named a new 
president. Education Minister 
Manuel Solis Palma, and com- 
manders of the J 6,000-strong 
armed forces declared their 
solidarity with Noriega. 

“Noriega made very astute 
moves,” said a European ambas- 
sador. “He had apparently 
expected a manoeuvre to get him 
out, he was prepared for it, and 
he came out on top." 

Hiding 

After saying he still considered 
himself Panama’s legal 
president, Delvalle eluded a tight 
military guard round his home, 
climbed over a fence and went 
into hiding. 

In Washington, the Reagan 
administration declared it still 
recognised Delvalle. But 


diplomats here thought he bad 
virtually no hope of being res- 
tored to the presidency. 

“Delvalle has no power base 
and little credibility as an opposi- 
tion figure," said a Latin envoy. 

While he served as nominal 
president, Delvalle showed no 
sympathy for the Gvic Crusade, 
an anti-Noriega movement 
which last year sought to hasten 
the end of military rule by organ- 
ising demonstrations of mostly 
middle-class Panamanians who 
waved white handkerchiefs at the 
guns of security forces. 

Last year. Delvalle repeatedly 
attempted to ban anti-Noriega 
demonstrations, branding them 
subversive attempts to under- 
mine the government. 

The crusade ran out of 
momentum when the govern- 
ment responded with force, using 
teargas and shotguns against 
demonstrators who had no taste 
for violence. 

While leaders of the Civic 
Crusade have likened it to the 
broad-based movement which 
swept Ferdinand Marcos from 
power in the Philippines, it failed 
to produce a leader of the stature 
of Corazon Aquino. 

“There isno sign of theopposi- 
tion here becoming any more 
effective in the future than it has 
been in the past eight months," 
said a Western diplomat. “It is 
still largely restricted to the mid- 
dle class and it still lacks a charis- 
matic figure.” 

The limits of support for anti- 
Noriega moves have been thr- 
own into sharp focus by a long 


string of strike calls since mid- 
1987, most of which drew little 
more than lukewarm response. 

Noriega has been the target of 
increasingly bitter criticism both 
at home and from the United 
States, where US grand juries 
this month indicted him on char- 
ges of taking S4.6 million in 
bribes in return for turning Pan- 
ama into a conduit for Colom- 
bian cocaine. 

But Washington, which has 
1 0.000 troops stationed along the 
strategic Panama Canal, has 


ruled out using force in ousting 
Noriega and is seeking political, 
diplomatic and economic 
options to break his hold on 
power. 

Challenging 

On the diplomatic front,' there 
were signs that few countries 
were prepared to follow the 
United States in challenging the 
legitimacy of the new govern- 
ment here. 

Chiefs of diplomatic missions: 
were called to a Foreign Ministry 
briefing on Saturday to listen to 
what one described a “presenta- 
tion aimed at dispelling doubts 
over the constitutionality of the 
changes in Panama."

South African crackdown 

Message to far-right,

JOHANNESBURG, (AP): The 
government’s latest crackdown 
on black political groups is not 
intended to win praise abroad. It 
is meant to reassure extremist 
right-wing whites and convince 
blacks that tough opposition tac- 
tics won't work. 

The organisations affected by 
Wednesday's ban have been 
unwavering in their rejection of 
President P. W. Botha’s efforts to 
instal cooperative black local 
officials and to draw moderate 
blacks into power-sharing 
negotiations aimed at preserving 
white political power. 

The new regulations give Law 
and Order Minister Adriaan 
Vlok the power to prohibit any 
organisaUon “from carrying on 
or performing any activities or 
acts whatsoever."

MOSCOW, (UPI): The un- 
precedented displays of nation- 
alism and civil disobedience in 
Soviet Armenia are testing the 
limits of Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev’s tolerance of dissent 
while providing his conservative 
opposition with some useful 
ammunition to try and slow the 
pace of his democratic reforms.

In the past 18 months the 
Soviet Union has been shaken by 
the most frequent and large-scale 
manifestations of anti-Soviet 
nationalist feelings and dis- 
regard for central authority in 
many of the country’s 15 
republics ever reported in the 70 
years of communist power. 

Rioting 

In December 1 986, large scale 
rioting broke out in Alma Ata, 
the capital of the Central Asian 
Republic of Kazakhstan after an 
ethnic Russian was placed in 
charge of the local parly. 
Demonstrations involving tens 
of thousands of nationalists have 
taken place in the three Baltic 
republics of Lithuania. Latvia 
and Estonia, which were taken 
overby the Soviet Union in 1 940. 
At least nine different demon- 
strations have been admitted in 
those areas since June. 

Last July, about 300 Crimean 
Tatars staged an unprecedented 


two-day sit-in in Red Square 
demanding a return to their eth- 
nic homeland from which they 
were deported, by Josef Stalin 
after World War I. Thousands of 
Tatars have continued public 
protests in Tashkent Uzbeskis- 
tan seeking a return to the 
Crimea. 

In January the largest public 
protest in years involving more 
than 100 Jewish Refuseniks took 
place in Moscow. 

Tolerance 

But the Y erevan protests seek- 
ing a return to Armenian control 
of the predominantly Armenian 
Nagorno Karakbakh auton- 
omous region which has been 
under control of the neighbour- 
ing republic of Azerbaijan since 
1923 are the largest and poten- 
tially the most damaging both 
internally and externally to Gor- 
bachev yet. 

According to some Western 
diplomats there are two key 
reasons behind the upsurge of 


reasons behind the upsurge of 
these public displays of national- 
ism, the most important of which 


is the Kremlin’s greater tolerance 
of dissent under Gorbachev’s 
glasnost (openness) and peres- 
troika (reorganisation) policies. 
Tbe second is that nationalists aU 
over the Soviet Union may inter- 
pret this greater tolerance as a 
weakening of the political will in 
the Kremnn to maintai n order at 
all costs. 

After all, the Crimean Tatars 
managed to win some conces- 
sions and % government commis- 
sion to look into their complaints 
with their protests. 

With the Kremiin willing to 
listen, the ethnic minorities who 
have been voiceless are demand- 
ing to be beard. 

Growth 

Gorbachev himself has recog- 
nised (he critical situation that 
has sprung up around the nation- 
alists problem, perhaps the most 
vexing and potentially explosive 
internal issue facing the com- 
munist leadership. 

“Today we speak about the 
growth of the national awareness 




of all nations and people’s of our 
country, about manifestations of 
national feelings. The manifesta- 
tions sometimes being in a defor- 
med way. AU these are topical 
questions and they have to be 
solved,” Gorbachev told the 
Communist Party plenum in 
Moscow Feb 18. 

Tiie Communist Party daily 
Pravda has frequently warned 
this growth in nationalism can- 
n ot be tolerated and defended the 
Kremlin’s policy of sending out 
ethnic European Russians to 
head communist parties of such 
far flung republics as Kazakh- 
stan, whose main task is often 
viewed as the Russificationof the 
region. 

It is this very colonial men- 
tality in its governing relations 
with the republics that has spur- 
ned resentment in tbe non-Rus- 
sian republics. 

Gorbachev has increasingly 
expressed his disappointment 
wth the economic performance 
of the non-Slavic republics and 
has reacted by sending more

three in 1908. in 1912 China 
became a republic, but the 
young emperor continued to 
rule within Peking’s Forbidden 
City, which he was not allowed 
toleave:In the 1920s, by which 
time he had acquired two wives, 
he was expelled, and when the 
Japanese invaded Manchuria 
in 1931. Pu Yr was flattered 
into accepting the puppet 


throne of Manchukuo. 

Not surprisingly, after the 
Second Worid War the com- 
munists were annoyed and 
flung him into jail for re-educa- 
tionra Maoist dogma. The man 
who wasonceattended by 1 ,500 
eunuchs ended his days as a 
bicycle-riding Peking mun- 
icipal gardener. 

Bertolucci and his British 
producer, Jeremy Thomas, 
obtained Chinese co-operation 


in the making of the film, 
including access to the Forbid- 
den City itself, together with 
hordes of extras and the use of 
the Chinese Army. (The new 
outgoing climate also benefi- 
ted Spielberg, whose Empire of 
the Sun, a different kind of 
Chinese-based epic, has been 
chosen for next month’s Royal 
Film Performance). 

'They allowed us to shoot 
everywhere 1 wanted,” says 
Bertolucci, “even in courtyards 
which had been locked for 50 
years. When the rusty locks 
were opened we found weeds 
everywhere.” 

Sumptuous 

Visually the film is extraor- 
dinarily sumptuous and exotic. 
The production designer, Fer- 
nando Scarfioiti, who like the 
cinematographer Vittorio 
Storaro has worked with Ber- 
tolucci on many films, built 
most of the interior sets, except 
for the coronation room, in 
studios in Peking. Members of 
the cast were recruited from the 
Chinatowns of New York, San 
Francisco and London and had , 
never visited their motherland 
before. 

Says Bertolucci: T had to tell , 
them how to move, in that 
modest Chinese manner, not a 
Western swagger. The Chinese 
have a different concept of 
time, a different pace of work. 
To stay in Peking was just too 
expensive, and we finished the 
film in Rome. There were also 
problems of communication. 
We had an army ofinterpreters, 
the nicest of whom were Wes- 
tern students who didn't feel the 
need to censor what 1 was say- 
ing. On one occasion i had a 
thousand extras in costume I 
wanted to move right, but after 
the Chinese assistant had inter- 
preted it, they all went left. We 
also had a scene where all the 
cyclistsmove off on a red traffic 
light. That actually happened 
for a few months during the 
Cultural revolution. 

“It's not easy to exit f rom the 
experience of making this film. 
True, 1900 took longer, the 
shooting was 1 1 months. But I 
was in Parma, where I was 
bora.

From art cinema to 
big-time Hollywood

LOS ANGELES, Reuter. Brit- 
ish actor Daniel Day-Lewis 
thought at first that at 30 he was 
too young and 'completely 
inappropriate' for the starring 
role in The Unbearable Light- 
ness of Being. 

The film, which opened in the 
United States recently, is based 
on Czech writer Milan Kun- 
dera’s philosophical novel 
about a womanising doctor, 
Tomas, caught between his 
love for his wife and his ‘erotic 
friendships' with other women. 

Day-Lewis, in an interview 
recalled thinking that Tomas’ 
life would lake an enormous 
amount of exploration and 
construction. 

“ When I read the book, 
Tomas in particular and the 
main characters in general only 
existed as vehicles for ideas. He 
didn't really exist for me as a 
character. I did not know 
whether it was possible to find 
out enough about him." 

But he says it was his initial 
reservations about the part and 
his own suitability that finally 
drew him to ii. 

The film, which cost 17.5 
million dollars, is Day-Lewis’ 
first big Hollywood produc- 
tion. 

“The possibility of making a 


bad film with all these resources 
is absolutely terrifying. You 
Cioj. t help but he aware of the 
pressures of the money 
involved and the whole circus.'’ 
he said. 

Day-Lewis burst onto the 
film scene a couple of years ago 
with two stunning and widely- 
differing performances. 

He played a working class 
homosexual in My Beautiful 
Laundrette and in insufferable 
prig from the opposite end of 
the British social scale in the 
merchant-ivory production of 
E.M. Forster's book A Room 
With A View. 

Both were surprise hits being 
low-budget, small-scale and 
British-made. 

The rave reviews for his 
earlier performances mean that 
expectations for Day-Lewis are 
running high. 

“Before, one had the joyous 
experience of coming from 
nowhere,'' he said. “The reac- 
tion made me laugh. 1 felt like 1 
was digging up Fulham soccer 
pitch (field) and the lights were 
turned on." 

The Unbearable Lightness 
of Being is set in Cze- 
choslovakia during and after 
the ‘Prague Spring' of 1 968. 

“I'm curious about lives that 
appear to touch my own life on 
a very small level” he said. 
“My own life is not something 1

want to reinvent on screen 
because it's not that interest- 
ing.” 

. Some people might dispute 
that. Day-Lewis is the son of 
the late British poet laureate 
Cecil Day-Lewis. His grand- 
father, Sir Michael Balcon, 
headed Britain’s famous Ealing 
film studios and produced 
several classic comedies. 

Day-Lewis discovered acting 
after being sent to a high-pres- 
sure boarding school which he 
hated. “It was an alternative to 
the nightmare 1 found myself 
inhabiting ... the theatre 
seemed like a place that would 
accept me,” he said. 

Small parts in Gandhi and 
The Bounty led to what turned 
out to be ms big break in Lau- 
drette. 


Day-Lewis appears awk- 
ward about bridging the gap 
between eccentric art films and 
mainstream Hollywood. 

- “You create a family atmos- 
phere when you work on quirky 
films in England.’*' he said. 
“You believe in them 
absolutely but you have no 
expectations. You make them 
entirely because you want to 
make them.” 

Day-Lewis has also com- 
pleted another Hollywood- 
backed film. Stars and Bars, in 
which he plays the lead role of a 
disaster-prone Englishman in 
America.- 

“I would be very careful 
about joining the circus. You 
do have a sense of being a per- 
forming seal.” -

However, seated in a luxurious 
bungalow of the Beverly Hills 
Hotel. Loren looked anything 
but a peasant, wearing a yellow 
blouse and trendy short black 
skirt displaying her long legs to 
their best advantage. 

Her face radiated tranquility 
and beauty. Her voice purred 
with Italian overtones as she 
spoke of her most recent role. 

“When I first read the book 1 5 
years ago I wanted to* play the 


role of mama Lucia, ” Loren said. 
“But there were complicated 
reasons why it could not be done. 

“I persisted and stubbornly 
stayed after iL Two years ago 1 
asked Puzo for the TV rights and 
a deal was put. together. No one 
makes feature films like this 
anymore and the book was just 
the right length for a five-hour 
mini-series. 

“I wanted to play mama Lucia 
because 1 knew those kind of 
women in Italy. I am from the 
same sort of situation. I frit dose 
to her, a woman from a poor 
family who followed the stream 
of Italian immigrants to the 
United States. 


“She came from .the same 
background, the same people I 
did. They had nothing to look 
forward to, but they worked 
hard to makesomething of them- 
selves. 

“This is the best work I have 
done since “Two Women,” and I 
was only 24 when I played that 
role. I do much better when I play- 
earthy women because I can 
relate more easily to them. 

“Glamour roles are fun. And it 
is nice to wear a fabulous 
wardrobe and jewels, but to 
make strides in my career I am 
better off with earthy parts, 
which leave me with a greater 
sense of accomplishment 
because they are more substan- 
tial.” 

“The Fortunate Pilgrim,” to 
be broadcast on April 3-4, was 
filmed last summer in Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia.

We’ve always enjoyed this story 
about the late Johnny Crawford. In 
a rubber bridge game, his partner 
had led a spade, a suit he did not 
like. Unfortunately, he held only 
two cards in the suit, and they were 
the eight and the nine. No matter 
which he played he was sure partner 
would read it as encouraging. So 
Crawford dropped a card on the 
floor and, as he bent to pick it up, 
he called out: “Low spade 
partner!” 


The point of the foregoing is sim- 
ply to tell you that you must always 
be alert. What looks like a high card 
in one circumstance can be a low 
card in another. South was aware of 
the spots on this hand; as might be 
expected. East was not alive to the 
position. 

A routine auction got North- 
South to their three no trump con- 
tract. South’s rebid showed a 
balanced 19-20 points, but North 
had no ambitions. 

West carefully led his second- 
highest heart to show no real inter- 
est in the suit, and dummy won. 
Obviously, declarer needed to devel- 
op his club suit. However, in doing 
so he had to try to keep East off 
lead, for he did not want to have the 
king of diamonds under the gun. At 
trick two declarer led a club from 
the table, and East produced the 
eight. Reflex action would have 
been to rise with the ace or king, but 
declarer took careful note of the 
spots. The eight was the lowest out- 
- standing club, so declarer ducked 
and West had to win. The rest was a 
mop-up operation. Declarer collect- 
ed two spade tricks, three hearts and 
four clubs. 

This story has a moral. While you 
prefer holding eights to deuces, 
don’t forget that sometimes a deuce 
and an eight are equivalent.

Germination 

WHEN a seed starts to 
grow into a plant, we say it 
has germinated. Before a 
seed will germinate it must 
have three things. It must 
have water. It must have 
warmth. It must have 
oxygen, from the air for 
breathing. 

The water comes from 
rain. The rain soaks into 
the soil. The warmth 
comes from sunshine. Sun- 
shine warms up the soil. 
The oxygen comes from 
the air which is trapped in 
little spaces between the 
pieces of soil. 

If a seed has water and 
oxygen and is in warm soil, 
it will start to grow. A few 
seeds need to be in the dark 
before they will grow. But 
most seeds will grow in the 
light. 

Parts of a seed 

Seeds are of all sizes and 
shapes. But all seeds are 
alike in two ways. Every 
seed contains a tiny plant 
called an embryo. Ail seeds 
contain some food that 
helps the embryo plant to 
start growing. 

If you buy a packet of 
seeds from a shop, you will 
find that they are all hard 
and dry. The hard coat on 
the ouside of the seed 
protects the embryo plant 
inside from harm. 

If you look closely at the

seed you will find a little 
mark. This is a scar, Tbe 
scar shows where the seed 
was joined to the inside of 
the fruit On the hard seed 
coat you will also find a 
little hole. It is through this 
hole that moisture gets into 
the seed when it is planted. 

Roofs 

When a seed such as a 
broad bean is sown, the 
first thing that happens is 
that the seed swells. The 
seed swells as it takes in 
moisture. Then the 
embryo inside starts to 


grow. The skin of the seed 
splits and a little white root 
appears. The root thrusts 
its Way down through the 
sofl. 

To protect the root from 
being damaged, its tip is 
covered with a soft, moist 
cap which slips easily bet- 
ween the pieces of soil. 
After a few days, tiny hairs 
grow out from the root 
These tiny root hairs take 
in water. In the water is 
dissolved food called min- 
eral salts. These come from 
the soil. 


Shoots 

Next a white shoot pushes 
upwards. Soon, when it is 
above ground, the shoot 
grows green leaves. Until 
this time the seedling has 
not been able to make any 
food for itself. It is fed by 
the two thick ‘seed leaves’ 
which make up nearly all of 
the inside of the seed. 
These seed leaves are 
packed with food put there 
by the parent plant. 

After a time, many new 
leaves and roots are for- 
med. We now have a small 
plant. There is a little bud 
at the top of the plant. This 
will go on growing.

US economy shrugs off worst effects of crash 


Economists foresee no recession this year

WASHINGTON. Feb 29, (AP): 
The US economy has shrugged 
off the worst effects of the 
October slock market collapse 
and should be able to escape a 
recession this election year, econ- 
omists for top US corporations 
predicted today. 

The National Association of 
Business Economists said 
optimism among its members 
has risen appreciably since the 
last survey conducted in the 
month following the Oct 19 
plunge in stock prices. 

Improvement 

In November, more than half 
of the business economists were 
predicting a recession would 
begin before the end of 1988, an 
outlook that could have spelled 
bad news for Republican hopes 
of holding onto the White House 
in November’s presidential elec- 
tion. 

Now, the number of econ- 
omists expecting a recession this 
year has dropped to about one- 
fourth. 

“As we move farther away 


from October, we are a little less 
nervous. We are seeing contin- 
ued improvement in manufac- 
turing and other good signs that 
the expansion will keep going." 
said Kathleen Cooper, chief 
economist for Security Pacific 
National Bank of Los Angeles. 

The next president is likely to 
face a recession soon after taking 
office, the analysts believe, with 
about 60per cent of them picking 
1989 as the most likely year the 
downturn will begin. 

But for 1988, the economists 
are projecting further growth at a 
modest pace, stable interest rates 
and a slight drop in inflation. 

The analysts predicted that the 
economy, as measured by the 
gross national product, will 
expand just 2 per cent this year, 
down from a 3.9 per cent GNP 
increase in 1987, when measured 
from the fourth quarter of 1986. 

Optimistic 

President Ronald Reagan’s 
administration holds a more 
optimistic view, predicting GNP 
growth this year of 2.4 per cent 

Ms Cooper, who compiled the 


association’s survey, said the 
decline in the stock market 
caused the majority of econ- 
omists to reduce their growth 
forecasts for this year, but she 
said most of them had cut back 
their projections by less than I 
percent. 

Growth 

“Economists see the largest 
effect of the market’s plunge on 
consumer spending for durable 
goods,” she said, noting that they 
are now expecting car sales to 
total only 9.8 million units this 
year, down from an expectation 
of 1 0.3 million sales made before 
the market decline. The forecast 
of housing starts also was trim- 
med to 1.32 million units ibis 
year, compared to 1 .62 million 
new houses built in 1 987. 

Ms Cooper said the analysts 
expect growth to be most slugg- 
ish in the first half of the year, as 
businesses cut back on produc- 
tion to reduce high inventories. 
GNP growth will average 1 .5 per 
cent in the first six months and 
then improve to 2.3 per cent 
growth for the rest of the year. 


the economists forecast. 

This sluggish growth rate will 
not be enough to keep the unem- 
ployment rate from rising. The 
economists forecast that unem- 
ployment, which now stands at 
5.8 per cent, will rise to 6.1 per 
cent by the end of the year. 

But the slow growth will help 
to keep inflation from getting out 
of control. The analysts predic- 
ted that consumer prices will rise 
4.2 per cent this year, slightly 
slower than the 4.4 per cent 
increase in 1987. 

In other predictions, the econ- 
omists said: 

— interest rates, as measured by 
the prime lending rate, will stay 
steady. Banks cut their prime 
ra le, used to set interest rates on a 
variety of corporate and con- 
sumer loans, to 8.5 per cent in 
early February, and analysts 
forecast it will remai n at this level 
through the end of the year. 

— The federal budget deficit, 
which fell to SI 30.4 billion in 
1987, will rise to $157 billion in 
the current fiscal year, but then 
resume falling, dropping to SI 40 


billion by 1 990. This is more pes- 
simistic than the Rea gan admin- 
istration, which sees this year's 
deficit falling to SI 46.7 billion 
and a further decline to $104.2 
billion by 1990. 

Deficit 

— The country’s foreign trade 
deficit, which hit a record S171 
billion last year, will finally start 
to come down, dipping to S 150 
billion this year and $130 billion 
in 1989. 

The optimism on the trade 
deficit is based on a belief that the 
dollar has finally fallen far 
enough to stem Americans’ 
appetite f6r imports while mak- 
ing US products competitive 
once again on overseas markets. 

Ms Cooper said the econ- 
omists are now less pessimistic 
about the fact of the dollar with 
less than one-fifth of them think- 
ing the dollar will drop by 1 Oper 
cent in value this year against 
other major currencies. In 
November, more than 40 per 
cen i were looking for a decline in 
the dollar that was at least that 
large.

Malaysia’s electronics industry booming 


KUALA LUMPUR, Feb 29, 
(Reuter): Malaysia’s electronics 
industry, the world’s third lar- 
gest exporter of semiconductors 
after Japan and the United 
States, is booming, boosted by 
rising foreign investment, indus- 
try and government officials 
said. . 

“Malaysia’s electronics indus- 
try. is healthy. The semiconduc- 
tor industry will continue to 
grow and industrial components 
are coming in,” said Roger Ber- 
telson, outgoing chairman of the 
Malaysian- American Electron- 
ics Industry, which groups all US 
electronics firms in the country. . t 
Technology .. 

Several foreign firms recently 
announced plansto invest in high 
technology electronics in this 
Southeast Asian nation. 


Motorola Inc of the US said it 
would invest in microchip-linked 
wafer fabrication, Avnet Inc of 
the US in satellite receivers and 
television equipment and Sanyo 
Electric Co Ltd of Japan in por- 
table stereos, radios and casset- 
tes. 

The electronics industry has 
been projected to grow at seven 
to 12 per cent world-wide this 
.year. Bertleson told Reuters. 

World-wide sales of semicon- 
ductors, the key component in 
electronics products, are expor- 
ted. to grow from S32.1 billion in 
1987 to 45.2 billion by 1990, be 
said. 

investment m electrical and 
electronic products, Malaysia’s 
chief manufacturing export, rose 
sharply to S23I million in 1987 
from SI 61 million the year 


before, according to provisional 
figures from the Malaysian 
Industrial Development Auth- 
ority (Mida). 

Surge 

Malaysia's 16 US-based 
semiconductor firms plan to 
invest SI 27 million in 1988 and 
129 million in 1989, Benelson 
said. 

A surge in the value of the 
Japanese yen and Taiwan's 
dollar has persuaded Japanese 
and Taiwanese entrepreneurs to 
invest in Malaysia or expand 
existing operations, according to 
Mardziah Aziz, Mida’s director 
for electric and electronic indus- 
tries. 

“Many Japanese firms are 
c raning to Malaysia. We find the 
wages reasonable and labour and 


other resources suitable,” said 
Hijame Yoshida. managing 
director of Sanyo Industries. 

Malaysia, a leading world 
commodity exporter, invited 
American electronics firms to a 
free trade zone in the island state 
of Penang in the early 1970s, 
offering large tax perks. 

Move 

The move was part of the for- 
mer British colony’s efforts to 
reduce economic dependency on 
volatile commodity prices. 

Seven of the 10 largest US 
integrated circuit producers are 
now present in Malaysia. Sales of 
semiconductors by US firms 
accounted for two-thirds of 
Malaysia’s 5.8 billion ringgit 
($2.3 billion) worth of electronics 
exports in 1986, according to 
official figures.

Morocco, EEC clinch 
fishing and aid pacts 


BRUSSELS. Feb 29, (Reuter): 
The European Economic Com- 
munity and Morocco clinched 
key fishing and aid agreements 
on Thursday but Rabat said it 
was still looking fora response to 
its application to join the Com- 
munity. 

“You know Morocco has 
made an official request to join 
the Community and we’re wait- 
ing for a gesture one way or 
another from that Community,” 
Mohaxned Sequat, secretary of 
state for relations with EEC, told 
a news conference. 

Treaty 

“I hope now this temporary 
problem (of the accords) has 
been solved, that gesture will be 
made,” be added. 

EEC officials welcomed the 
accords, which will give 
Morocco about $735 million in 
aid over the next five years, as a 
sound base for future coopera- 
tion. 

But the officials said nothing 


about the membership applica- 
tion. The Community has 
already said that the EECs foun- 
ding treaty restricts membership 
to European states. 

The new fishing agreement is 
vital to the livelihoods of 
thousands of Spanish and Por- 
tuguese fishermen, excluded 
from their traditional fishing 
grounds off Morocco since 
bilateral pacts with Rabat 
expired at the end of last year. 

The agreement, made neces- 
sary by Spun and Portugal’s 
entry to the Community in 1986, 
opens fishing rights off Morocco 
to other member states as weJL 
EEC fisheries commissioner 
Antonio Cardoso E Cunha said 
Italy, France, West Germany 
and the Netherlands had all 
shown interest. 

But the accord does not define 
the limits of Morocco's 
territorial waters, skirting the 
question of whether disputed 
seas off the Western Sahara 
belong to Rabat or not.

Bahrain aluminium industry was

Bahrain (Alba) smelter 
produced its first aluminium 

ingots. • 

In 1979 the Saudi Arabian 
government, through its Public 
Investment Fund (PIF), bought 
a 20 per cent slake in Aiba from 
the Bahraini government and 
since then the ownership of Alba 
has been structured as follows: 
the Ba hrain government, 57.9 
per cent; the Public Investment 
Fund, 20. per cent; Kaiser 
Aluminium Bahrain E.C., 1 7 per 
cent and Breton Investments 
Limited, 5.1 percent. 

At the same time, the Saudi 
Basic Industries Corporation 


(Sabic) acquired a 25.67 per cent 
share in what came to be known 
as the Bahrain Saudi Aluminium 
Marketing Company (Balco), 
with the Bahraini government 
the only other shareholder. 

Balco’s prime responsibility is 
to market the 77.9 per cent of 
Alba’s production allocated to 
the Bahraini and Saudi sharehol- 
ders on an equity basis. 

Production 

Alba's production is trans- 
ferred to its shareholders and 
their marketing agents at a price 
calculated to enable the primary 
producer to recover its net cash 
outgoings, including all capital 
payments and loan repayments. 

It is Balco, therefore, which 
feels the effect of speculative or 
cyclical swins in world alumin- 
ium prices on its financial results, 
enabling Alba to concentrate on 
maintaining the quality and rate 
of output. 

While Balco can therefore be 
identified as the lynchpin in 
creating a higher value added, 
more regjonalised and integrated 
Bahrain and Gulf Aluminium 
industry, it has had to rely on 
both the growing sophistication 
of Alba’s primary product and 
the creation of downstream 
industries as well as on its own 
and sell ing policies. 

In practice, with the interlock- 


ing interests ofdifferent compan- 
ies and governments in the 
Bahrain aluminium industry, 
assignment of individual credit 
for important policy decisions is 
somewhat redundant 

The early distribution pattern 
of Balco sales was a reflection of 
Bahrain's freight advantage in 
Far East markets vis a vis Wes- 
tern hemisphere producers, EEC 
tariffs, and the low levels of 
regional demand. 

But the new concentration of 
sales is strategic, and has 
involved Balco having to ignore 
ready demand from non-Middle 
East Customers and to reduce 
annual tonnage availability to 
existing clients — at least until 
Alba's expansion is completed. 

The competitiveness of Gulf 
aluminium worldwide and the 
policy factors therefore involved 
in Balco’s present sales profile 
are emphasised by comparison 
with the following 1986 distribu- 
tion percentages for Dubai 
Aluminium (Dubai): USA, 47 
percent; Far East (Japan, Korea, 
Taiwan), 35 per cent; UAE, 0.5 
per cent; 20 other countries, 1 7.5 
percent. 

Until 1986 Bahrain boasted 
three downstream aluminium 
companies in the semi-manufac- 
tured sector Bahrain Atomisers 
International (BAI) set up in 
1972 as a joint venture between 


the Bahrain Government and 
Breton Investments; Bahrain 
Aluminium Extrusion Company 
(Balexco), a government-owned 
entity that came onstream in 
1977; and Middle East Alumin- 
ium Cables (Midal), a private 
sector venture that started opera- 
tions in 1978. In 1986 BAI and 
Midal took 3,808 tons and 
11,547 tons of liquid metal from 
Alba, while Balexco accounted 
for 5,914 tons of extrusion billet. 

In 1986 the situation in the 
Bahrain downstream industry 
changed significantly with the 
start-up of the Gulf Al uminium 
Rolling MQ1 Company (Gar- 
mco), a joint venture of six Arab 
states, and the increased stake in 
Midal purchased by the success- 
ful and expanding Saudi Cables 
Company. 

Link 

The link between primary and 
semi-manufactured production 
in the Gulf that Balco has 
exploited to increase its value 
added sales has been further 
strengthened by the opening of 
the Bahrain-Saudi causeway, 
which has facilitated plant-to- 
plant exports to other Gulf coun- 
tries and Jordan. 

Direct cost savings from the 
avoidance of port handling char- 
ges are boosted by less quantifia- 
ble benefits deriving from more 


frequent delivery schedules and 
less inventory financing, and 
these are often enough to sway 
regional purchasers even if the 
actual price paid is at a slight 
premium to alternative imports. 

These benefits and intra-GCC 
official purchasing preference 
for GCC products hold equally 
for the exporting efforts of the 
semi-manufactured producers 
and have already borne fruit. 

Within Bahrain the govern- 
ment has introduced a protec- 
tionist tariff to try and reinforce 
the link between Balexco and 
product manufacturers, which 
has been comprised by alleged 
‘dumping.’ 

Most manufacturers now 
claim to be sourcing inputs 
locally where available, and 
Bahraini officials are trying to 
encourage new uses for alumin- 
ium. The introduction of rolling 
mill capacity was also expected 
to increase the volume of Alba’s 
primary production that even- 
tually round itself an end use in 
the region, although Garmco has 
also had to prove its inter- 
national quality and price 
credentials, partly in the very 
Japanese market from which 
Balco has withdrawn some 
primary product availability. 

There arc also plans for an 
aluminium foil factory adjunct 
to Garmco. 


Holmes A Court moves 
to amalgamate his firms 

PERTH, Australia, Feb 29, (Reuter): Australian entrepreneur 
Robert Holmes A Court today unveiled a plan to merge his two 
major companies after clearing the decks two weeks ago with 
massive write-offs of stock' market losses. His Bell Resources, 
with a fresh cash injection of 2. J billion Australian dollars ($13 
billion}, announced a takeover bid worth 686 million do Dais ($493 
million) for its big brother, the Bell Group. Beil Resources said it 
would offer one of its shares plus one dollar (72 cents) casta for 
each Bell Groupshare, valuing each at 2.25 dollars (Si. 04), but a 
far cry from its pre-crash high last year of 1 1 JO dlrs ($8.12). 

The bid was anno traced soon after BdH Resources received the 
2.1 billion dollars casta injection today from Australia’s largest 
company. Broken HiD Ply (BHP), under a deal in which Holmes 
A Court gave up his long-standing ambition of gaining cocao! of 
BHP. Holmes A Court sold 19 per cent of BHP, or 300 milli on 
shares, back to BHP, reducing bis holding to just 1 0 per cent. Tbe 
October 19 stock market crash wiped millions of dollars from the 
investments held by his companies. 

Bell Group and Bell Resources two weeks ago wrote off share 
losses of more than 900 million dollars ($648 million). 

Soma after the crash. Holmes A Court told shareholders be 
proposed a massive seB-off of investments, now totallim* nearly 
five billion dollars ($3.6 bflGou), and that be would then reorgan- 
ise the group. 

Business magazines have continued to rate the Sooth African- 
born Holmes A Court among Australia’s richest men since the 
crash. His spokesmen have denied media and market speculation 
Ins companies were in trouble and said his post-crash seUing was 
to build a “war chest”. If die bid announced today succeeds. 
Holmes A Court’s stake in the merged group will slide to about 25 
per cent from the 43 per cent he now holds in his flagship, the Bell 
Group, his spokesman told reporters here. The Bell Group in turn 
owns about tbe same percentage of Bell Resources. 

London nickel stocks 
lowest since September ’82 

LONDON, Feb 29, (Reuter): Extreme tightness of world nickel 
supplies, which has sent the price soaring, was hi g hli g hted today 
by statistics showing nickel stocks in London Metal Exchange 
(LME) warehouses at their lowest since September 1982. 

Stock available to the LME, the major market, were down to 
1,992 tonnes at the end of last week, lowest since mid-September 
1982 when they were at 1,938 tonnes. In March 1982 they were at 
their record low level of 1,302 tonnes. A record S15JJ00 a tonne 
was bid last week for nickel on die London market. Most traders 
agreed that exceptionally high nickel demand from the stainless 
steel industry in 1987 has led to current low stock levels, rather 
than any attempt to corner tbe market. Demand hassfaown no sign 
of abating this year. 

This led to a nm-dowa in world stocks with latest figures from 
the World Bureau of Metal Statistics showing total non-socialist 
world producer stocks at die end of December at 74,000 tonnes 
compared with 100,000 tonnes at the end of 1986. 

Some traders believe the situation cookl be relieved if a major 
merchant which handies tbe bulk of Soviet supplies to Europe is 
able to divert uncommitted metal to tbe LME to get the exchange 
through its period of extreme tightness. But there is little prospect 
of any substantial quantity of Western world metal being availa- 
ble in the near future, they said. 

Besides the Soviet Union, major producers include f-anaHa, 
Australia and Cuba. 

Overseas investments likely 
to increase in Philippines 

MANILA, Feb 29, (Xinhua): Foreign investments in the Phifip- 
pines in 1988 is expected to grow some $2 billion against the $1 
billion targetted by tbe government. Trade and Industry 
Secretary Jose Concepcion said today. “We don’t want to be 
overly optimistic, but it seems that tbe rash is on and our growth is 
assured,” he said. Japan is expected to contribute $300 minion in 
capital investments before the end of the year. Conception said. 

Total investments from tbe United States and Europe are 
calculated to surpass $600 million in the year. A survey released 
recently by the Department of Trade and industry (DTI) 
estimated that at least 20 US firms in tbe country are expanding 
operations that will bring In $581.85 million in new capital. 
Investments from newly industrialised countries and regions of 
Asia are also expected to increase. Singapore and Hong Kong are 
ready to invest $50 milfion each in new industrial projects. 

Foreign capitals go primarily to trade and industry sectors, 
particularly electronics, petrochemical, toys, gifts, houseware, 
garments and footwear, according to the DTI statistics. The 
oumibfK investments code of 1987 shores up tbe ravestment trend 
with a package of incentives including tax holidays that support 
export-oriented industries. Last year alone, firms in the indns- 
tries availed themselves of $151 railfioain tax exemptions on raw 
material imports. 

Italy’s GDP growing 

ROME, Feb 29, (Xinhua): Italy's gross domestic product 
increased by 2.8 per cent in 1987 which is higher than Western 
Europe’s average of 23 per cent, according to figures recently 
released by the Central Institute of Statistics. The figure however 
fell short of tbe set target of three per cent, industrial production 
in 1987 rose by 3.9 per cent, a record-high since 1984. Major 
increases were registered in machine -^buildiiig, power generation, 
electronics, costume and car-making, the figures show. Tbe boost 
to industrial production came primarily from a sturdy rise in 
domestic and private demands and measures taken since the 
second half of 1987 to spur external requirements. As a result, 
industrial exports and orders placed with Italian companies last 
November increased by 143 ami 9.2 percent respectively over tbe 
same month in die previous year. Italy's Imports in 1987 increased 
by 83 per cent over the previous year to 161.587 trillion liras 

(tonm $129 biDion) white exports went up by 3-5 per cent to total 

150.449 trillion liras (some $120 billion). The gap between 
imports and exports was caused mainly by fuel imports. In 
international payments, Italy netted a surplus of 1.637 trillion 
liras ($13 billion) in 1987, while the figures for the two previous 

years were In tbe red (2.965 trillion in 1986 and 8352 trflUon liras 
in 1985). 

The fine performance of Italy’s economy has boosted its 

national reserves to 743 1 3 trillion liras ($59 bUHou) by tbe end of 
1987 from tbe previous year’s 61.411 trillion liras ($483 bfflion) 
with exchangeable currencies standing at 20.248 trilEon Bras 
($16 billion).

Headquartered in Hunt 
Valley, Maryland, Noxdl is tbe number one manufacturer of 
mas&marketed cosmetics in tbe US with brand leaders like cover 
gjrl products and Noxzema medicated skin cream. 

The Ammol Products Company of Naperville, Illinois, a 
manufacturer and marketer of specialty and novelty confection- 
ery products, has asked Burnett to work on special projects.

KD deposit rates plunge 


KUWAITI dinar deposit rates 
plunged yesterday to their lowest 
level in two weeks on high 
liquidity, dealers said. 

They said 75 million dinars in 
three-month treasury bills that 
mature on Wednesday would 
add to liquidity left over from last 
week when a 200 million-dinar 
issue failed to meet demand. 

The Central Bank stayed on 
the sidelines as one-month funds 
traded at 3-7/8 per cent, three- 
month at 4-3/8 per cent, six- 
month at 4-5/8 per cent and nine’ 
and 12-month at 4-5/8 and 4-3/4 
percent 

By early afternoon, the fixed 
periods were quoted up to a full 
point lower than Sunday levels at 
four, 3-3/4 per cent for the oue- 
month, 4-3/8, 1/8 per cent for 
three-month, 4-5/8, 3/8 per cent 
for the six-month and five, 4-5/8 
per cent for the one-year. 

Dealers 

Overnight and tomorrow-next 
were offered at one per cent, 
spot-next at three per cent and 
one-week at 2-1/2 per cent, but 
there were few or no bids. 
Dealers said next week's 120 

million dinar bond issue was hav- 
ing little immediate impact on 
the market 

The Central Bank dinar 
exchange rate was unchanged 
from Sunday at 0-27572/82 to the 
dollar. Commercial banks 
quoted spot rates of around 
0.27581/86. 


Meanwhile Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposits edged up across 
the board in moderate trade on 
Monday as offshore banks built 
up positions in long-term 
maturities, ending the lull of the 
past few weeks. 

“It looks like the market is 
turning a bit People are interes- 
ted in borrowing riyals again," 
one dealer said.

SINGAPORE, Feb 29, (Reuter): 
Singapore, one of Asia’s richest 
nations, made an impressive 
economic recovery in 1987 but 
growth will slow down this year 
with consumers having less 
money to spend, an official 
report said today. 

The government's annual 
economic survey said the island 
state registered an 8.8 per cent 
increase in gross domestic 
product (GDP) in 1987 against 
just l.S per cent in 1986. 

Singapore's economy contrac- 
ted 1 .9 percent in 1985 because of 
a depression. 

GDP measures the total value 
of national goods and services 
minus foreign income. 

Survey 

The survey said 1987 growth 
was fuelled by high consumer 
spending, but warned: “As econ- 
omic growth slows down in 1988, 
consumers are likely to put a tigh- 
ter rein on their expenditure.” 

The report did not forecast a 
growth rate for 1988 but busines- 
smen have estimated it will be 
around six percent 

They say a world recession is 
likely to hit Singapore's export- 
led economy, while consumers 
will have less money to spend 
after last October's stock market 
crash. 

Bankers estimated the 
October 19 crash wiped at least 
60 billion Singapore dollars ($30 
billion) off the local stock mark- 
et’s total capitalisation. 

Reliefs 

The survey said 1987 growth 
was broadly based and died as 
major factors liberal lax reliefs, 
increased competitiveness of Sin- 
gaporean goods and more 
foreign investment. 

Companies invested more in 
machinery and equipment and 
there was an across-the-board 


rise in consumer spending par- 
ticularly on dothing, footwear, 
personal computers, cars and 
cameras, it said. 

A bright feature was a Higher 
overall balance of payments sur- 
plus of 2.32 billion Singapore 
dollars ($1.16 billion), compared 
with 1 .2 billion Singapore dollars 
in 1986. 

The increase was largely due to 
a 22 per cent rise in foreign invest- 
ment commitments to 1.4 billion 
dollars ($700 million), the report 
said. 


Foreign investment made up 
83 per cent of total investment 
committed last year with Japan 
heading the list of investors. 

The trade defidt widened to 
8. 1 5 billion Singapore dollars ($4 
billion) in 1987, despite a 23 per 
cent jump in exports, mainly of 
electrical and electronic goods, to 
60 billion dollars ($30 billion). 

The United States buys nearly 
30 per cent of Singapore’s 
exports. Washington's recent 
derision to stop duty-free entry 
of Singaporean from 1989 has 


caused concern among govern- 
ment and business leaders. 

Washington also removed 
special trade concessions from 
Hong Kong, South Korea and 
Taiwan. 

The survey said Singapore, 
with a per capita income of 
$7,860. may face an increasing 
shortage of workers. 

“During a period of strong 
invesratnet commitments or a 
surge in exports, there will be a 
substantial pressure on the 
labour marekt,” it said. 


UK trade 
deficit 
soars 33pc

LONDON, Feb 29, <AP): 
Britain's merchandise trade 
defidt soared 33 per cent to a 
record £2.5 billion in January as 
exports fell more sharply than 
imports, the government said 
today. 

The latest figure, which is 
seasonally adjusted, compared 
with a defidt of £1.01 billion in 
the previous month and £597 
million in January 1987, the 
Department of Trade and Indus- 
try said. 

Britain’s current account 
deficit, which indudes invisible 
trade such as services and over- 
seas investment earnings, more 
than doubled to a record £905 
million in January from a defidt 
of£41 0 million in December. The 
current account defidt was £28 
million in January 1987. 

The invisible trade in January 
was estimated to be in a surplus of 
£600 million. 

. Exports fell 9 per cenL to £6.2 
billion in January from £6.8 
billion in December.

NEW DELHI, Feb 29, ^(Agen- 
cies): Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi's government today unveiled 
its 1988-89 budget calling for 
large increases in defence spend- 
ing pnd in outlays for fanners 
hard-hit by the nationwide 
drought. 

Despite some tax increases, 
mainly in customs and excise 
duties, the federal deficit is 
projected to rise to Rs 74.8 billion 
($5.75 billion) from Rs 60.8 
billion (S4.7 billion) in the 
current year. 

The increase in the defidt was 
expected to draw widespread 
criticism, as Gandhi had pledged 
last year to hold the 1987-88 
defidt and subsequent red-ink 
rallies to less than Rs 60 billion 
($4.4 billion). 

The government’s fiscal year 
runs from April l to March 3 1 . 

Shortly after the budget was 
announced, Gandhi told repor- 
ters that “we have to increase 
productivity and control govern- 
ment spending.” Yet he justified 
higher federal subsidies for food 
and fertiliser, saying that such 
payments were "standard prac- 
tice” around the world.

PRODUCTION by the 1 3 mem- 
bers of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
appears to be falling. 

Preliminary industry 

estimates for the first half of Jan- 
uary indicate production is down 
to 16.6 million bpd from the 
December average of 18-18.3 
million bpd.

Signs of Opec production cuts 
have not yet been reflected in 
firmer market prices. Industry 
sources say price movements will 
be linked to implementation of 
market related discounts offered 
buyers earlier this month. 

From the Middle East, where 
the discounting began, there is no 
evidence of market related prices 
being offered to other buyers.

Saudi Arabia is reported to be 
resisting attempts by Japanese 
buyers to win the same market 
related terms as the four US part- 
ners in Arabian American Oil 
Co.

Calgary Games close with a sparkling display 


CALGARY. Alberta. Feb 29. 

Goodbye Calgary. 
Alberta. HelJow Albertville. 
France. 

.biggest, most expensive 
and windiest Winter Olympics 
ended last night with fireworks, a 
sparkling high-tech display of 
Ughts and a follies-siyle ice show 
i on the world's largest temporary 
i nnk. 

j Juan Antonio Samaranch. 
• P I !® sldc . nl of the international 
Olympic Commit tee. declared an 
official end to the XV Olympics 
and invited the youth of the 
world to gather four years hence 
in the French town of Albertville 
for the 1 992 games. 

Rag 

As tradition dictated. Mayor 
Ralph Klein of Calgary passed 
the flag of the 1952 Oslo Games 
to Mayor A. Dujol of Albertville, 
host or the 1992 Winter Olym- 
pics. 

In the end. the fans. packing 
McMahon stadium for the dos- 
ing ceremony did not shout for 
Alberto Tomba. Katarina Witt 
or any of the other superstars of 
the XV Winter Games. 

The chant was: "Eddie. 
Eddie." 

In response. Eddie "the Eagle" 
Edwards. Britain's hapless and 
myopic ski jumper, sprang up in 
the stands and waved to the 
legion of fans he had won instead 
of medals. 

While Edwards and Britain 
came away without Olympic 
honours, the Soviet Union and 
East Germany dominated the 
games, and the two east bloc 
sport giants together came away 
with 54 of the 138 medals awar- 
ded in 10 events. 

Before the Olympic flame was 
extinguished, though. Dutch 
speed skater Yvonne Van Gen- 
nip and the Finnish ice hockey

team provided for some fir- 
eworks of their own during yes- 
terday's final competitive events 
of the games. 

Van Gennip became the 
Games' second triple gold medal 
winner by capt uring the women's 
5,000-melre speed skating 
marathon in world record time. 

Finland secured the silver 
medal in ice hockey by whipping 
the nearly invincible Soviet gold 
medalists. 2-1 — a feat that Finn- 
ish coach Pentti Matikainen said 
"creates hockey history." 

It was Finland's first hockey 
medal and only the Soviets' fifth 
loss, against 53 victories and two 
ties, since they began playing 
Olympic hockey in 1956. The 


Soviet defending champions had 
gone into the game with a 7-0 
record and with the gold medal 
already clinched. 

Satisfied 

Had Finland lost yesterday, 
the silver would have gone to 
Sweden. But. as it turned out. the 
Swedes had to be satisfied with 
the bronze following a 3-2, come- 
from-behind victory over West 
Germany. 

Fora change. Switzerland won 
gold medals in events other than 
Alpine skiing. Swiss veteran 
Ekkehard Fasser won the four- 
man bobsled and Hippoiyt 
Kempf became the first Swiss to 
win the Olympic Nordic com- 
bined event. 


Van Gennip wins third gold

CALGARY. Alberta. Feb 29. 
( AP): Y vonne V an Gennip of the 
Netherlands won the women's 
5.000-melre speed skating race in 
world-record time yesterday and 
captured her third gold medal of 
the Winter Olympics. 

Van Gennip skated Lhe Olym- 
pic oval course in 7: 14. 1 3 to beat 
Andrea Ehrig of East Germany 
by nearly three seconds. Ehrig 
had to settle for the silver medal, 
and teammate Gabi Zange got 
the bronze. 

Most 

Van Gennip. 23, earlier won 
the 3.000 and 1.500 metres. Her 
th ree gold meda Is are Lhe most by 
a female speed skater since Lydia 
Skoblikova of the Soviet Union 
won four golds at the 1964 games 
in Innsbruck. Austria. 

“I was gold after 1 saw Ehrig's 
time. I thought I could beat it.” 
Van Gennip said. 

"Even if 1 hadn't won. J would 
have considered the Olympics a 
success with two gold medals. 
Now I can celebrate." 

Ehrig went out and took 3.2 
seconds ofT Van Gennip's 1987 
world record of 7 minutes, 20.36 
seconds by skating a 7:17.12 in 
the first pair. 

Lead 

But Van Gennip. skating in the 
fifth pair, took the lead away 
from Ehrig after 5 1 -2 laps of the 
12 |-2 lap race and maintained it. 
Ehrig embraced Van Gennip 
after the race. 

Zange clocked a lime of 
7:21.61. 

Making Van Gennip's feat all 
the more amazing is that she 
underwent surgery on her foot in 
December. She developed a foot 

ailment becauseshe had been lac- 
ing her skates too lightly. 

Even after her victory in Satur- 
day night's 1 .500. she was a fresh 
skater vesterday. It was the first 
time in'the Olympics that women

had skated a 5.000-meire race. 

But Van Gennip. full of con- 
fidence after her other two vic- 
tories. was far from daunted. 

"1 was glad after I saw Ehrig's 
time. I thought 1 could beat it.” 
said Van Gennip. who was 
embraced by Ehrigafter the race. 

Skating in the fifth pair, she 
look the lead after 5 1-2 laps of 
the 12 1-2 lap race and main- 
tained it. She finished in 7:14.13 
to the cheers of the large and 
highly vocal contingent of her 
countrymen. 

East German Gabi Zange fini- 
shed in 7:21.61 to take the 


bronze. 

"Even if I hadn't won. I would 
have considered the Olympics a 
success with two gold medals." 
Van Gennip said "now I can 
celebrate." 

Ehrig’s silver was her third 
medal of the Olympics, and Zan- 
ge's bronze was her second. 

The East Germans, who won 
nineofl 2 women's speed skating 
medals and all four golds at 
Sarajevo in 1984, finished these 
games with one gold, five silvers 
and four bronzes. The fifth gold 
medal was won by American 
Bonnie Blair. 


Switzerland, with 15 overall, 
finished third behind lhe Soviet 
Union and East Germany in the 
Calgary medal derby. 

The Soviets set a new high in 
total Winter Game medals with 
29 — two more than they had 
collected at Innsbruck in 1976. 
They had 1 1 gold, nine silver and 
nine bronze at Calgary. The 
second-place East Germans gob- 
bled up 25 — nine gold. 10 silver 
and six bronze. 

Summing up 

Calgary, which began a cen- 
tury ago as a frontier outpost of 
the Canadian mounted police, 
"has forever been changed 
because now we are a city of the 
world," said Mayor Klein in 
summing up the impact of the 
Games. The Games provided an 
S800 million boost to help the 
city's recovery from the bust that 
followed the 1970s oil boom. 

Nearly 3,000 coaches and ath- 
letes and 4.500 members of the 
media made Calgary for two 
weeks the greatest winter show in 
the world. 

Now it’s all over and a psy- 
chiatrist is warning of possible 
post-Games blues in this city of 
640,000. 

"Initially, there’ll be relief that 
it's over. But then people will 
realise they're not going to be 
special any more. Many will suf- 
fer psychic distress,'' said Dr. 
Patricia Pitsel, a Calgary therap- 
ist who specialises in sports psy- 
chology. 

A snagged Canadian flag that 
refused to rise during the playing 
of “O ’Canada" at last night's 
closing ceremony seemed to sym- 
bolise Canadians' despondency 
over their failure to win any gold 
medals in the Games they staged. 

Then there was the weather. 

The Games were plagued by 


warm chir.ook winds that forced 
postponements of a dozen 
events, including the Nordic 
combined, which had to have 
both its jumping and cross-coun- 
try portions jammed into the 
final day. 

Frank King, chairman of the 
Calgary Organising Committee, 
alluded to the wealherattheclos- 
ing ceremony. The world's 
nations, he said, had been invited 
to come together in Calgary to 
"share our warm Western way of 
life." 

“In fact." he quipped of the 
springlike weather, "it Lumed 
out to be warmer than we expec- 
ted." 

King went on to salute athletes 
who had set world records or 
achieved their personal bests at 
Lhe just -ended Games. 

“And some of you." he added 
with a smile, “have even soared 
like an eagle.'' 

That prompted the accolade 
for Eddie “the Eagle,” whose 
style of ski jumping has been 
more aptly described as “ski 
dropping.” The 24-year-old plas- 
terer from Cheltenham, 
England, became an instant 
celebrity at the Games even 
though he finished last in the two 
events he entered. 

Among the other Olympians 
who made their marks through 
performance here were: 

Medals 

— Matti Nykanen. the flying 
Finn, who won three gold medals 
in ski jumping, two more than 
any jumper had ever won at one 
game. 

— Raisa Smetanina. who won 
two cross-country medals Tor the 
Soviets, giving her nine spanning 
four games and tying her with 
Sixten Jernberg of Sweden for 
most medals ever by a Winter 
Olympic athlete.

— Vreni Schneider of Swit- 
zerland. who became the fifth 
woman to win two Alpine gold 
medals and the first since Hanni 
Wenzel of Lichtenstein in 1980.

Markku Aien p r j ce Cobb wins Imsa Camel GT car race 

bidding for 
sixth win 


ESTORIL, Portugal. Feb 29. 
(Reuter): TTie Portuguese motor 
rally, marred by fatal accidents in 
recent years, opens tomorrow 
with Finland's Markku Alen bid- 
ding for his sixth win. 

Three spectators were killed in 
the last two rallies and the organ- 
isers, anxious to avoid any 
repeats, have tightened crowd 
control and for the first time will 
use loudspeakers cars to precede 
the competitors at every stage. 

“We have done everything we 
can forsecurity and what we need 
now is responsible behaviour by 
the public." said Cesar Torres of 
the organising committee. 

Alen, who won here last year 
and took the Swedish rally last 
month, starts firm favourite and 
is likely to face his toughest 
challenge from Lancia works 
teammate Massimo Biasion of 
Italy. 

"This has to be a great car," 
said Alen of the new Lancia Del la 
Integrate which will make its 
debut over the 2,100-kra (1,300- 
mile) course, the third event in 
this year's world championship. 

Finland's Hannu Mikkola. a 
three-time winner here, leads the 
Mazda challenge and other con- 
tenders include Swedes Ingvar 
Carlsson. also in a Mazda 323. 
and Stig Blomqvist in a Ford 
Sierra. 

The rally opens with a special 
s tage ar oun d the Esto ril Fo rmula 
One Autodrome before the 120 
cars head north on the 682- km 
(423-mile) first leg to Povoa De 
Varzim. 

The Ford team could build up 
an early lead as most of the 10 
special stages during the firet leg 
are over tarmac where the Sierras 
are expected to shine. 


MIAMI, Feb 29, (AP): The 
Grand Prix of Miami finally 
came down to one Porsche 962 
racing two of the new, feared 
Jaguar XJR-9S. 

Price Cobb, who co-drove the 
Porsche with Englishman James 
Weaver, held on to win the three- 
hour Imsa Camel GT event in the 
second closest finish in the 18 
years the sports car series has 
been in existence. 

Hunt 

“Oneway oranother. we knew 
‘ throughout the race that we were 
going to be in the hunt,” said 
Cobb, who drove the final hour. 

After a Jong caution period 
early in the last 60 minutes, 
caused by a crash, a blocked pit 
exit and some controversial scor- 
ing, Cobb found himself in the 
lead, just ahead of the two 
Jaguars. 

"I knew at that point that 1 
only had two jaguars to deal 
with," he said. "One spun and 
the other gave me a Heckuva 
run." 

The Jaguarshared by Daytona 
24-hours winners Martin Brun- 
dle of England sports car shared 
by Dutchman Jan Lammers and 
Davy Jones spun twice and 
wound up a lap behind in sixth. 

Nielsen, trying hard to catch 
Cobb in the final 20 minutes, 
said, “it was pretty exciting. We 
caught the slow cars and that 
made it kind of impossible for 
me. 

“Then he (Cobb) caught some 
slow cars and that made it close, 
but I didn't want to take too big 
chances at Lhe end. At the end of 


the season, the points will be 
important for the champion- 
ship." 

Cobb, from Evergreen, 
Colorado, wasatthe wheel of the 
Porsche prototype sports car for 
most of the last hour, driving a 
precise race on the narrow, con- 
crete-lined downtown Miami 
street circuit. 

Confusion reigned in the 
scorers' stand in the final hour 
after cars driven by Terry Visger 
and Jeff Andretti crashed near 
lhe pit road exiL' 

Several cars were held in the 
pits by race officials, apparently 
losing a lap during Lhe caution 
flag. But after keeping the field 
under a full-course caution flag 
for more than 15 minutes while 
the scorers tried to get things 
straight, Cobb pulled away to 
about a six-second lead over the 
second-place Jaguar. 

Nielsen moved right up to the 
rear of the Porsche several times 
in the last 10 minutes, but never 
quite caught the leader. 

Held up 

At the finish. Nielsen got held 
up by slow traffic and fell back, 
then Cobb was slowed by traffic 
near theend of the finish and beat 
the second-place car by just .004 
of a second — about eight feet 
(2.4 metres). 

The only closer finish in Imsa 
history came in 1976 at Lime 
Rock. Connecticut, when the 
Porsche Carrera of George Dyer 
beat the Chevrolet Monza of 
Michael Keyser by .001 of a 
second. 

Five cars fmisbed on the lead 


lap and there were no official 
protests, although there were 
plenty of questions about the 
scoring. 

Third place was awarded to 
the Porsche 962 of Italian Oscar 
Larrauri, followed by the Pors- 
che of defending Imsa GTP 
champion Chip Robinson and 
Englishman Derek Bell, and the 
962 of West Germans Klaus 
Ludwig and Hans Stuck. 

Slipped back 

The . „' pole-winning. Nissan > 
GTP, co-driven by defending 
champion Geoff Brabham of 
Australia and John Morton, led 
early in the race by as much as 16 
seconds. But the car, suffering 
from brake problems, slipped 
back into the field during the 
second hour and wound up a lap 
off the pace in sixth. 

The Jaguar of Davy Jones and 
Dutchman Jan Lammers also 
was a lap down in seventh, foll- 
owed closely by the Porsche of A 
J Foyt and Rob Dyson. 

A third Jaguar, shared by 
American- born Eddie Cheever 
and the other Daytona winner. 
Raul Boesel of Brazil, blew an 
engine in the first hour and 
wound up 34th in the 38-car field. 

The race covered 1 24 laps and 
232.252 miles (373.363 
kilometres), with the winners 
averaging 77.203 mph (124.24 
kph). 

For Cobb, it was his eighth 
career Imsa GTP victory. 
Weaver won for the second time 
in Imsa raring. He co-drove to a 
win with Cobb last year at Road 
-Atlanta. 


The winners earned $51,500. 

The Porsche 962. introduced 
in 1984, now has won 47 of its 65 
Camel GT events. 

There were four full-couse 
caution flags in the eventful race, 
but no injuries were reported. 

Italians Martino Finoilo and 
Ruggero Melgrati. driving a 
Ferrari Alba, finished 1 1 th 
overall and won the Camel lights 
division. 

A record crowd estimated at 
more than. 70,000 was on hand 
for the sixth annual Miami 
Grand Prix. which is run on a 
temporary circuit that uses part 
of biscayne boulevard and winds 
through scenic bayfront park. 


Chester fear 
backlash 

CHESTER. England, Feb 29, 
(Reuter): An English soccer club 
fears a disciplinary backlash 
after sacking their trainer for 
spitting at an opposition player.
